FLOOD MAKES ISLAND 
OF TOWN IN MISSISSIPPI 


Refugees Fill Courthouse at Marks; 
Estimated Damage in Overflow 
Area $3,000,000. 

(Copyright, 1935, by the Associated Press.) 
_ MARKS, Miss., Jan. 26. — Relief 
workers estimated that the damage 
in Northwest Mississippi floods 
stood today at more than $3,000,000 
and that 25,000 persons were suf- 
feriny in the overflow of the Cold- 
water River. There were 21 deaths 
attributed to the flood in Missis- 
sippi, five in Tennessee and one in 

Arkansas. 

The waters broke through pri- 
vate levees and swept toward the 
rich Tallahatchie River basin in 
this State, menacing 5000 residents 
in the low section. 

United States engineers at Mem- 
phis rushed 10 large flat-bottom 
yawls to a temporary base at 
Clarksdale by truck to be used in 
rescue work. A crew of mechanics 
went along as well as a cargo of 
boots, blankets and torches. 

This little town of 1200 was a vir- 
tual island, with lower sections un- 
der several feet of water. Refugees 
filled the Quitman County Court- 
house, even the jury box. They 
slept on the Judge’s bench. Boats 
brought in 57 more refugees last 
night, adding to the almost 500 al- 
ready being cared for here. 

The flooded area extends from 
Lost Lakes near the Tennessee-Ar- 
kansas line, 40 miles from here, to 
the section south of here. It is 15 
miles wide in spots.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 26.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann forti- 
fied his defenses today while the 
prosecution prepared to continue 
Monday its attack on his denial 
that he kidnaped and killed Charles 
Ay Lindbergh Jr. 


While the court was in recess, the 
defendant studied his stock trad- 
ing records to account for his 
affluence after the $50,000 ransom 
was palj. His lawyers went to in- 
spect his home in the Bronx, and 
State attorneys studied the weak 
points in his defense. 

“He is vulnerable, very vulner- 
able,” said Attorney-General David 
T. Wilentz, who hammered at 
Hauptmann during the murder trial 
defendant’s first half hour of cross- 
examination yesterday. “Wait un- 
til we get really started,” he added. 

“It seems that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was trying to get me excited,” 
said Hauptmann after the cross- 
examination. 

“All I can say to that is that he 
will have to try a lot harder. I am 
on to that because I have been told 
how the prosecution lawyers act. 
It just won’t work. It’s no use.” 

Although Hauptmann appeared 
shaken when he left the stand, he 
said he thought he had impressed 
the jury well. 

Preparing for Attack. 

State attorneys expressed confi- 
dence that the searching, lengthy 
cross-examination it mapped for 
Monday would leave Hauptmann a 
discredited witness, his alibis rid- 
dled. Throughout the defendant’s 
direct examination the prosecution 
lawyers and their various experts 
carefully noted each weak point as 
it appeared. It is with these notes 
that Wilentz will go to work 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, Hauptmann, turned 
accountant again. He studied his 
financial records because the State 
will strive to show the jury that the 
Lindbergh ransom financed the 
Hauptmann stock market manip- 
ulations. 

Cross and redirect examination 
appeared certain ~ to € 
mann on the stand all day. 

Defense Surprise Witness. 

Edward J. Reilly, chief defense 
lawyer, said today that his next 
witness would testify he saw 
Hauptmann at a Bronx gasoline 
station the night of the kidnaping. 
Reilly refused to disclose the iden- 
tity of his new surprise witness 
but insisted the man even had writ- 
ten proof of his conversation with 
Hauptmann on the _ kidnaping 
night. 

Disclosure of the planned testi- 
mony follows Reilly’s assertion 
that the defense would be based in 
part on an alibi that Hauptmann 
was not in Hopewell on the night 
the baby was abducted. Reilly said 
he would place the man on the 
stand at his first opportunity. 

The man’s story, Reilly said, will 
be that he is a resident of the 
Bronx who, on the kidnaping night, 
went to White Plains in search of 
a police dog. Returning unsuccess- 
fully from his quest, Reilly said he 
will testify, he saw a man in an 
automobile at a gasoline station 
with a dog strikingly similar to his 
own. The witness, Reilly said, will 
maintain he approached Haupt- 
mann who denied the dog was the 
witness’s, asserting it was owned 
by Christian Fredericksen, baker- 
employer of Hauptmann’s wife. The 
man threatened to arrest Haupt- 
mann anyway, Reilly said the man 
will tell the jury, and demanded 
his name and address. He _ will 
maintain Hauptmann wrote them 
out for him. 

Reilly said his witness will say 
he recalls the night because, after 
returning home, he remembers 
hearing the first radio announce- 
ments of the abduction. He will 
add, Reilly said, that when he saw 
pictures of Hauptmann after his 
arrest, he recognized the carpenter 
as the man he unjustly accused of 
possessing his dog. 

Hauptmann’s matter-of-fact re- 
cital on direct examination had be- 
come dull in its last hours yester- 
day. Both jury and audience ap- 
peared to be growing bored. Then 
came an abrupt change. Almost be- 
fore anyone realized what was hap- 
pening, Wilentz was on his feet, rip- 
ping into the former convict with 
the most savage cross-examination 
the trial has witnessed. 

The Cross-Examination. 

The Attorney-General started by 
hammering away at the fact Haupt- 
mann was an alien illegally in this 
country, and then demanded wheth- 
er the witness had told and was 
telling the truth. 


“You have had the opportunity 


in this court today and you still 
have an opportunity this minute to 
tell the whole truth,” he reminded 
Hauptmann. “Have you told the 


truth?” 


“T told the truth already,” was; 


the answer. 

That was the opening. Wilentz 
demanded if the story the witness 
had told was the same he gave in 
the Bronx after his arrest.

MILITIA CALLED 
TO KEEP ORDER 
AT BATON ROUGE 


Martial Law Declared in 
Louisiana Capital After 
Anti-Long Men Seize Par- 
ish Courthouse. 


SQUARE DEAL GROUP 
LATER WITHDRAWS 


Senator Arrives in City and 
Begins Inquiry After Tell- 
ing Story of ‘Plot to Mur- 


der’ Him.

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 26.— 
Louisiana national guardsmen pa- 
trolled Baton Rouge today under 
orders from Gov. O. K. Allen “to 
preserve law and order.” Martial 
law was declared. : 

The Governor issued a formal 
proclamation declaring that “con- 
ditions of violence, insurrection and 
disorder” existed and commanded 
the militia to “preserve law and or- 


der in the city of Baton Rouge and 
the parish of East Baton Rouge.” 

Orders for mobilization of the 
militia went out last night after 
armed members of the Square Deal 
Association, in open rebellion 
against the dictatorship of United 
States Senator Huey P. Long, had 
seized the East Baton Rouge parish 
courthouse and barricaded them- 
selves in it. The anti-Long force 
held the courthouse for about three 
hours, but withdrew when the State 
troops began to arrive in the city, 
rushed here by busses from various 
parts of the State. 

Long Begins Inquiry. 

Long arrived by automobile from 

New Orleans, announced that “mob 
violence had stopped” and later be- 
gan a court inquiry into a plot to 
“murder” him. 
- Mong.said the proceedings would 
be of civil character, which he did 
not specifically define, before Judge 
‘J. D. Womack, whom he recently 
had Gov. Allen, his political hench- 
man, appoint to the East Baton 
Rouge District Court bench. 

Long accused the Standard Oil 
Co. of responsibility for the armed 
seizure of the courthouse and said 
his “compromise” with the company 
over the 5-cent oil refining tax was 
“off” unless the company “stopped” 
the violence. 

Long’s Story at Hearing. 


Long, at the hearing, charged 
that “four Sheriffs, one District 
Attorney and possibly one District 
Judge” had plotted the murder of 
him and others. 

National guardsmen stood = by 
during the hearing in the Capitol. 

“At an appointed hour,” Long 
said, “it was agreed that I would 
be leaving Thursday night for New 
Orleans. 

“Thereupon the assemblage ar- 
ranged to have the automobile in 
which I was riding blocked some- 
where near the Dead Man’s Curve, 
at which time cars would roll up 
and the gentlemen who were at the 
meeting would begin their work of 
murdering me or others in the 
cars.” 

Long said the men in the con- 
spiracy included District Attorney 
John Fred Odom of East Baton 
Rouge Parish, “the Sheriffs of 
Iberville and West Feliciana, a 
Depyty Sheriff of East Baton 
Rouge Parish, the chief agent of 
the Standard Oil Co. and the office 
manager of qa Congressman serv- 
ing this district.” 

Long said a car had been seized 
and in it was found a sack con- 
taining a .45-caliber pistol, belong- 
ing to a special agent of the Sher- 
iff’s office, and two gas bombs. 


Tells of Getting Weapons. 


A man who said he was Sidney 
Songy testified that he was arrest- 
ed Thursday night with gas bombs, 
a pistol and shells in his automo- 
bile. 

He testified that these things 
were given to him by Fred Parker, 
an East Baton Rouge Parish Depu- 
ty Sheriff, and Fred O’Rourke, a 
member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Square Deal Association. 

Songy said he received the shells 
and bombs from Parker at a sub- 
urban night club and the pistol 
from O’Rourke. 

He said he “swapped” his “small- 
er gun” for a “bigger one” he said 
was a .45-caliber weapon. 

“Where did you get the six-shoot- 
er?” Long asked. “Mr. O’Rourke.” 

“He's the Standard Oil man?” 
“Yes. I gave him my smaller gun 
for his .45.” 

“What was the object of the ex- 
change?” “I said I could do more 
damage with a bigger gun.” 
“The purpose was to kill Huey 
Long?” “Yes.” 

Songy testified he had been at a 
meeting the night before at the 
home of Dalas Gross of Baton 
Rouge, after being told by Parker 
to be present.

HAUPTMANN GETTING 
FAIR TRIAL, Ht SAYS 


Jury as Impartial “‘As Any in 
the Country Could Be in 
This Case.”

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 26.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann thinks 
he is getting a fair trial, he told 
one of his attorneys, Egbert Rose 
Rosecrans, after his testimony yes- 
terday. 

“I did not feel that they bore me 
any ill will,” Rosecrans quoted him 
as saying of the jurors. 

“T tried to tell part of mystery 
to them and I believe they heard 
and understood it. | 

“Particularly around the end of 
my direct testimony and through- 
out all the cross-examination, I 
thought they listened attentively, 
and that is good. 

“They know, I am sure, that I am 
not hiding anything. I have noth- 
ing to hide. 

“It seems to me that I will get a 
fair trial. 

“The Judge does not seem _in- 
clined to sentimentality one way or 
the other in the case. I am glad 
of this. He will be able to judge 
the case on the evidence and the 
truth. 

“I think that we have the jury’s 
attention now. I noticed at first 
that sometimes they were not pay- 
ing strict attention to the witnesses. 

“Not all the jury, you wunder- 
stand, but some of them. And I 
want them all to know everything 
there is to be Known about the 
case. 

“From what I can see ii? See faces 
of the jurors, they will probably be 
as fair as any jury in the country 
could be in this case. 

“When the case started I had 
the feeling that the audience was a 
little overenthusiastic for my con- 
viction. 

“A lot of little things indicated 
that there might have been a good 
deal of feeling against me. 

“But during the last day or two 
I have noticed that this attitude 
seems to have changed. 

“The courtroom seems to take my 
story with some of the sincerity 
with which I give it.

FRENCH PREMIER DECIDES 
AGAINST ROOSEVELT METHODS 


Flandin Says American Money Pol- 
icy Would Not Work; He Is 
Trying Not to Spend.

PARIS, Jan. 26.—Premier Flandin 
termed President Roosevelt’s finan- 
cial methods impossible for France 
yesterday as he rejected devalua- 
tion of the franc and inflation as 
cures for France’s economic and fi- 
nancial ills.

HOUSE APPROVES 
BILL AUTHORIZING 
U9. BABY BONDS 


Would Permit Treasury to 
Issue $9,000,000,000 in 
Obligations of Small De- 


nominations.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Author- 
ity for the Treasury to issue $9,- 
006,000,000 of new bonds was voted 
by the House yesterday. 

The bill, which will permit the 
Treasury to issue bonds of small 
denominations to finance the $4,- 
880,000,000 wc-k-relief program and 
other recovery measures, was sent 
to the Senate after the defeat of 
attempts by Representatives Dies 
and Patman, Texas Democrats, to 
amend it. 

The measure was urged by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
as necessary immediately for re- 
financing operations requisite for 
new recovery expenditures. It 
would increase the Government's 
borrowing power to _ about 
$45,000,000,000. 

It would grant authority to issue 
bonds of as low as $25 denomina- 
tion, running from 10 to 20 years 
at not over 3 per cent interest. 
These “baby bonds” would be sold 
at postoffices. 

“Money From Wash Woman.” 

Opponents said this was to get 
“from the wash woman and bell- 
hop” money on longer time than 


the banks would let the Govern- 
ment have it, 

The bill also stipulated that af- 
ter July 1, next, no more postal sav- 
ings bonds—cashable at any time 
with interest—shall be issued, but 
postal savings may be withdrawn 
for investment in the new bonds. 

Dies sought to amend the bill to 
fix the total amount of bonds that 
might be issued under the revolv- 
ing fund at three times the amount 
of currency in circulation. Thus 
with about $5,500,000,000 in circula- 
tion now, if the Treasury had out 
$25,000,000,000 in revolving fund 
bonds the money in circulation 
would have to be increased to 
around $8,330,000,000. 

Patman tried to have the meas- 
ure recommitted with instructions 
to the committee to write in this 
stipulation, but this failed.

SHIPS HIT 


Skipper of Freighter Which 
Struck the Mohawk Says 
He Thinks Something 
Went Wrong With 
Latter’s Steering Gear. 


FEDERAL OFFICIALS 
HOLDING INQUIRY 


Bodies of 32 Persons, In- 
cluding 11 Passengers 
and 21 of Crew, Are Re- 
covered — Search for 
Missing Goes On. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Revised 
figures show that 32 persons — 1l 
passengers and 21 members of the 
crew—lost their lives Thursday 
night when the chartered Ward lin- 
er Mohawk was sunk in a collision 
with the freighter Talisman off the 
New Jersey coast, 

Thirteen persons — four passen- 
gers and 9 crew members—are still 
inissing and are probably dead. 

One hundred eighteen persons 
were rescued by various ships from 
open lifeboats in freezing weather, 
The survivors included 38 pdassen- 
gers and 80 of the crew. 


Testimony at Inquiry. 

Capt. Edmund Wang of the 
Talisman told a Federal inquiry 
board today that something ap- 
parently had gone wrong with the 
Mohawk’s steering apparatus, 

Wang was the first witness be- 
fore the body which seeks the an- 
swers to these questions: 

Why did the two ships crash 
when- the" weather cofdaitions were 
not adverse, the sea moderate, the 
visibility fairly good?’ How did the 
ships come together off Seagirt, N. 
J., when the Mohawk had left New 
York earlier than the Talisman, @ 
slower vessel? 

Wang testified that the Mohawk 
and the Talisman were steaming 
south when the former abruptly 
swerved from its course and went 
directly across the Talisman’s path. 

The ships struck with a terrific 
impact, the captain said. 

No Warning Blast. 

He received no warning blast 
from the Mohawk until it was about 
50 feet away, Wang testified. The 
vessels locked and shortly after- 
ward the Talisman backed out of 
the hole it had made in the side 
of the liner. * 

Capt. Karl C. Neilson of the 
steamboat inspection service criti- 
cised the action of the Talisman’s 
skipper in backing away from the 
Mohawk. Wang replied he received 
no response to his repeated shouts 
to the Mohawk’s bridge; according- 
ly, he ordered his engines reversed. 

Consulting his log book, Wang 
testified that at 8:02 o’clock Thurs- 
day night he was eight miles off 
Navesink Highlands, and at 8:45 
was four miles off Seagirt. 

“Did you see the Mohawk in that 
position?” asked Neilson. “No.” 

“How fast were you traveling?” 
“About 12% knots.” 

“Was the weather clear?” “It was 
a beautiful night and there was no 
sea.” 

James Smith, inspector of boilers, 
asked the witness how he account- 
ed for the sudden swerving of the 
Mohawk from its course. 

“Breaking of the steering gear is 
the only way of accounting for it,” 
Wang replied. “There was abso- 
lutely no reason for his swinging, 
No sea-faring man would have 
swung his ship over like that, and 
I said to myself: ‘I'll bet his gear 
is gone.’’ 

Bodies at Morgue. 

Many bodies, recovered by Coast 
Guard craft, were taken last 
night to Bellevue Hospital Morgue, 
Families who had been waiting 
word of relatives for 24 hours 
quickly identifed most of them. One 
other body, that of E. R. Barr of 
Philadelphia, had been taken 
ashore from the rescue ship Ak 
gonquin.

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NRA APPROVES 
ARBITRAL GROUPS 
FOR GOAL PRICES 


Amendment to Bituminous 
Code Provides for Nation- 
al and Regional Bodies to 


Pass on Disputes. 


SYSTEM EFFECTIVE 
UNTIL APRIL 30 


Purpose Is to Establish Addi- 
tional Machinery for Ad- 
ministering Minimum 
Rate Agreements. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Estab- 
lishment of arbitration boards to 
settle price schedule disputes in the 
bituminous industry was approved 
by the Industria! Recovery Board 
yesterday. 

The plan is effective at least un- 
til April 30, and continues the pres- 
ent system of determining prices by 
the industry. 

The industrial board said it ap- 
proved an amendment to the coal 
code, setting up a national arbi- 
tration board and regional boards, 
for the limited period “to meet an 
immediate emergency in the in- 


dustry.” 

The “emergency” was the break- 
down which John L. Lewis, presi- 
dent of United Mine Workers, re- 
cently said had occurred in wide- 
spread disregard of price schedule 
agreements. 

The interim, the industrial board 
said in a formal statement, would 
be used to “give further considera- 
tion” to the “problems involved.” 

“Problems involved” were inter- 
preted as including the possibility 
that NRA would take over price- 
fixing if the machinery set up did 
not operate successfully. 

No Change in Method. 

The boerd said the amendment 
did not change the method of es- 
tablishing minimum prices but pro- 
vided “additional machinery for ad- 
ministering existing provisions.” 

“This machinery,” the announce- 
ment said, “consists of regional ar- 
bitration boards to deal with in- 
dividual producers’ appeals from 
the decisions of marketing agencies 
or code authorities, and a national 
eoal board of arbitration to pass 
upon appeals affecting more than 
one division or subdivision of the 
industry.” 

The following procedure for 
handling appeals from minimum 
price schedules and regulations was 
established: 

Any producer dissatisfied with a 
price schedule on a related regula- 
tion may file a written complaint 
with his regional marketing agency 
or code authority and obtain a 
hearing within five days, unless he 
agrees to an extension of time. He 
may obtain a decision within five 
days after hearing. 

Provision for Appeal. 

Should the producer be dissatis- 
fied with the decision, he may ap- 
peal to the Board of Arbitration set 
up under the amendment for his 
region. The amendment requires 
regional marketing agencies or 
code authorities to establish these 
boards of arbitration. The regional 
boards are to consist of not more 
than five members, who are _ to 
have no connection with the coal 
industry during their service. 

Regional agencies were directed 
to meet with each other and en- 
deavor to agree on a basis of fair 
competitive prices and practices. 
This provision was made, it was 
explained in order to establish fair 
competitive price relationships be- 
tween divisions and subdivisions. 
Such agreements as are reached 
are to be submitted to the Recov- 
ery Board. 

Regional marketing agencies or 
code authorities may appeal to a 
national coal board of arbitration 
if inter-divisional conferences fail 
to bring satisfactory agreements. 

This board is to consist of five 
members, selected by the nine in- 
dustry members of the National 
Bituminous Coal Industrial Board, 
subject to the approval of the Re- 
covery Board. Members may be 
paid a maximum of $10,000 annual- 
ly and must have no connection 
with the industry during their two- 
year terms. 

The board’s decisions are to be 
subject to the approval of the Re- 
covery Board.

Testimony of Edna Booker. 


Edna Booker then took the stand.

The stair- 
way had been changed before he 
inspected the house last February 
after Fiedler had pointed it out in 
telling his version of the kidnap- 
ing, as the place where Dr. Kelley 
was first held captive. 


Says McDonald Visited Prison, 


“Do you know Felix Francis Mc- 
Donald?” she was asked. “Yes,” 
nodding toward the defendant “he 
is the third man at that table.”

Questions Witness. 

Lacy took the witness for cross- 
examination, and developed that 
prior to her conviction f@r murder 
she had been convicted/of another 
offense, not specified. She said her 
lawyers were a Negto attorney 
named Garner, and Howard Siden- 
er, former Circuit, Attorney, then 
sitting in the courtroom as one of 
McDonald's jewyers. 

She testified she was once charged 
with assault to do bodily harm and 
served six days in jail. The murder 
for which she was sentenced was 
the killing of another Negro woman. 

Cross-examining her on the 1930 
prison visit, Lacy developed that 
during that year she worked part 
of the time in the dormitory, was 
assigned to the prison farm for 
awhile, and also worked as maid 
and cook in the house of Deputy 
Warden Long. Lacy asked her to 
name the members of the Deputy 
Warden's household, which she did. 

Recalls Visit to Prison. 

Under a long series of questions 
about visiting customs at the pris- 
on, she testified that normally a 
pass was needed to visit a prisoner, 
but not always. On the day in ques- 
tion, she happened to be in the rec- 
reation hall, looked out and saw her 
father and the others getting out 
of a car at the prison gate. 

“T said, ‘Oh, there’s my father!’” 
she continued, “and I went out on 
the porch. I met them there and 
talked to them. The matron stood 
near the door.” 

Lacy asked the witness if the 
matron had inquired into the iden- 
tity of the visitors.. “No, she knew 
them, she let them in,” the witness 
replied. 

There followed a discussion as to 
whether the witness had heard the 
matron instruct the trusty to admit 
the visitors, and as to whether they 
had signed “the book.” Lacy asked 
Mrs. Booker if visitors were not 
required to leave their automobiles 
at the penitentiary proper and, aft- 
er obtaining a permit, were taken 
to the women’s institution in an 
official car. 

Turning to the jury, the witness 
replied, “No, sir, they do not.” 

The witness said she did not re- 
call the state of the weather on the 
day of the visit. Lacy, with per- 
mission of the Court, left the room 
for a few minutes with Erwin Hind- 
march and Jack Moore, associate 
counsel, and with McDonald, who 
was accompanied by a deputy. On 
their return the defense announced 
it had no further questions. 

The State rested. Court adjourn- 
ed to Monday. 

Yesterday’s Cross-Examination of 
Dr. Kelley. 

Yesterday, after telling a dra- 
matic story of the abduction in two 
hours and a half of almost con- 
tinuous narration, seldom interrupt- 
by questions, Dr. Kelley underwent 
three hours and 40 minutes of 
eross-examination by Lacy. 
Spectators drowsed and _ the 
jurors leaned back in their chairs 
as Lacy doggedly took the prose- 
cuting witness from one subject to 
the other, leading the nose and 
throat specialist through a _ tech- 
nical discussion of the human 
voice, going into minute details of 
the witness’ education as a physi- 
cian, comparing his testimony with 
previous statements to the police 
and on the witness stand. 

Answers Most of Questions. 
For the most part, Dr. Kelley 
answered Lacy’s questions, some- 
times complicated of verbiage, in 
an even voice, careful diction. Sev- 
eral times, however, when Lacy at- 
tempted by sudden changes of sub- 
ject to force him to an admission 
that there was a substantial varia- 
tion between what he had said in 
the McDonald trial and on previous 
occasions, he straightened in his 
chair and answered sharrly and 
emphatically. 

During his direct examination, 
the witness faced the jury, as swift- 
ly and colorfully he told of his ex- 
periences in the hands of his kid- 
napers. In cross-examination, how- 
ever, he soon turned away from the 
jury to the lawyer who was firing 
questions at him in rapid succes- 
sion, and the session became a duel 
of wits between the two men, with 
the jurors looking on. 

Lacy’s first questions were put in 
an unctuous voice. Had Dr. Kelley 
ever studied dramatics? Did he 
ever take part in college plays? 
Study elocution? The witness re- 
plied that he had not, except that 
he might have rehearsed for one 
school play as a boy. 

He was asked about his educa- 
tion and traced his studies in St. 
Louis University, University of 
Pennsylvania and in universities in 
Berlin and Vienna. Quickly the 
course of questioning veered to 
the witness’ account of his first 
night in the hands of the kidnap- 
ers, when he said that snow had 
fallen.

MAN AND MOTHER 
AILL TWO RELIEF 
WORKERS, SELVES 


Enraged by Removal From 
Rolls, They Make Attack 
at Chicago Home, Then 
Shoot, Up Station. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—Enraged be- 
cause they had been removed from 
relief rolls, Henry W. Arden, 27 
years old, graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and his mother, 
Mrs. Ruth Arden, 54, killed two 
relief workers and themselves yes- 
terday afternoon. Two other per- 
sons were wounded. The pair made 
the attack with mail order pistols. 

The relief workers killed were: 


Miss Alice M. Irwin, 27-year-old 
graduate of the University of Pitts- 
burgh. 

Miss Caroline Wallace, 45-year- 
old relief supervisor. 


First Killing at Pair’s Home. 


Miss Irwin was killed in the Ar- 
den’s two-room flat on the North 
Side when she went there to talk 
with the Ardens about relief, but 
her body was not found unttil after 
the enraged pair had shot up a 
crowded relief station at 54-58 West 
Chicago avenue. She was shot 
through the head, chest, abdomen 
and both arms. 

After Miss Irwin had been killed, 
the mother and son, who once 
taught Spanish at North Dakota 
Agricultural College, walked into 
the State relief station. There was 
a brief dispute with the informa- 
tion clerk at the entrance, but they 
continued up the stairs to the sec- 
ond floor, where they met Miss 
Wallace. 

“What do you want?” asked Miss 
Wallace. 

“You'll see,” shouted Arden. 

With this he drew his pistol and 
shot Miss Wallace in the abdomen. 
She died later in a hospital, de- 
spite blood transfusions. Arden’s 
mother began firing almost at the 
same time. 


More Bullets Fired. 


As Miss Wallace fell to the floor 
more bullets were fired, some hit- 
ting the walls, while about 50 men 
and women, employes of the sta- 
tion, ran for cover. Niels Nielsen, 
47, vocational director, and Miss 
Hazel Dugan, 35, head stenograph- 
er, were shot and taken to hospi- 
tals. Nielsen was wounded five 
times in tre right thigh by Arden. 
Miss Dugan was hit in the right 
arm by one of Mrs. Arden’s bullets. 

With this the pair turned their 
weapons on themselves. Some wit- 
nesses said Arden, who wore leg 
braces because of an attack of in- 
fantile paralysis he suffered in 


ichildhood, killed his mother and 


then himself, but the poiice said 
they were recording the deaths as 
double suicide. 

While the police were investigat- 
ing the shootings, workers at the 
station began to wonder what had 
happened to Miss Irwin. Taking a 
key ffom the purse of Mrs. Arden, 
a policeman went to her home. 
Miss Irwin’s body was found in a 
chair, with her relief case papers 
in her lap. On the floor was her 
notebook in which was found a note, 
apparently written by Mrs. Arden. 
It said in part: 

“My dear Miss Irwin: I have not 
received an assignment for this 
month, or last month.” 


Threatened With Eviction. 


Neighbors said the Ardens had 
been threatened with eviction for 
non-payment of rent. Their flat, 
however, appeared to be well 
stocked with food. A supply of 
coal, and materials the mother and 
son had used in an attempt to 
make a living by manufacturing 
picture frames, and a passport, 
visaed by the Spanish Government, 
also were found. 

Arden was alone when Miss Ir- 
win arrived, a memorandum in her 
notebook said, and whether Mrs. 
Arden returned by the time the 
shooting occurred and participated 
in it, was not known. 

Dr. F. E. Cunningham said Ar- 
den had gone abroad to study sev- 
eral years ago, and understood that 
of late he had been reading radical 
literature which may have “turned 
his head.”

said weakly. A few minutes later 
he was answering a similar inquiry 
with almost the same words: “To a 
certain extent, yes; to a certajn 
extent, no.” 

Wilentz dinned that point into the 
jury’s ears for a few moments, and 
then swung to Hauptmann’s crim- 
inal record in Germany. He drew 
from the defendant testimony on 
his convictions for crime after the 
World War, his prison term, his 
subsequent arrests, his escape from 
jail. Hauptmann was reluctant in 
his answers at times and Wilentz 
capitalized on that, reluctance. 


“Sneaked” Into United States. 


Back abruptly went the question- 
ing to the story of Hauutmann’s 
illegal entry into the United States. 
Wilentz said “sneaked” every time 
he referred to Hauptmann’s efforts 
to smuggle himself into this coun- 
try. 

Then the prosecution chief sprung 
the first surprise of the cross-exam- 
ination. He thrust into Haupt- 
hand a cheap red memorandum 
book open at a certain page. His 
voice was loud, insistent. 

“Is that your handwriting?” 

“Yes, that’s my handwriting,” con- 
ceded Hauptmann, twisting in his 
chair, 

“Take a look at this word par- 
ticularly. Tell me if that is your 
handwriting, that one word there.” 

Hauptmann made no answer. He 
stared dully at the open page as if 
he could not comprehend what he 
saw. 

Wilentz gave him no time. He 
pounded away at the question until 
the pallid prisoner finally acknowl- 
edged, “it looks like my handwrit- 
ing, but I can’t remember I ever 
put it in.” 

Writing of “D” For “T.” 

Then Wilentz let the tense court 
know the item he was forcing 
Hauptmann to examine. It was the 
notation: “$2.25 boad.” 

The last kidnaping note delivered 
in return for the ransom said the 
baby was on the “boad Nelly” and 
Wilentz wasted no time in putting 
this similarity of misspelling em- 
phatically before the jury. 

He asked Hauptmann how he 
spelled “boat” and the witness re- 
plied correctly. Then the Attorney 
General shot at him, “Why did you 
spell ‘boat’ b-o-a-d?” Hauptmann 
murmured the book was_ several 
years old and he had improved his 
language. 

“All right,” Wilentz snapped, “at 
one time you used to spell ‘boat’ 
b-o-a-d, didn’t you? Isn't that 
right?” 

“No, I don’t think so.” 

Hauptmann’s white face was set 
determinedly. Wilentz’s face was 
only a few feet from his own and 
he glared at the little attorney. 

Questions ripped out in quick 
succession, all on the same point, 
and Hauptmann replied, “I can’t 
say yes or no,” and “I don’t re- 
member ever putting the word in.” 

The Two “Boad’s Compared. 

Annoyance in his voice, Wilentz 
finally shouted: “The reason you 
don’t say yes or no is because you 
know you wrote ‘boad’ when you 
got the $50,000 from (Dr. J. F.) 
Condon; isn’t that right?” 

“No, sir’ the witness insisted. 

But Wile still hammered the 
point. He ed the note book and 
the final ransom note into the pris- 
oner’s hands and forced him to 
compare the two “boads.” He made 
him admit the spelling was the 
same, letter formations the same, 
the manner of writing the same. 

A few minutes later he was hav- 
ing Hauptmann compare the “X’s” 
of hig conceded writing with the 
strange ‘“X’s” of the ransom notes. 
Hauptmann’s calmness appeared to 
be vanishing rapidly under the 
questions. 


that Hauptmann had not worked 
regularly as a carpenter. since 
April, 1932, the month the ransom 
was paid, and that he had been oc- 
cupied as a Wall Street operator. 
He touched on Hauptmann’s part- 
nership with Isador Fisch and ling- 
ered sarcastically on the fact Fisch 
was dead and no one else could ac- 
count for the $14,600 ransom mon- 
ey Hauptmann said Fisch gave 
him. 

As that questioning was going 
on, Wilentz toyed idly with a board 
with some holes bored in it. It was 
the board in which five tightly 
wadded rolls of ransom money and 
a small automatic pistol were 
found, hidden in the Hauptmann 
garage. 

He showed it to Hauptmann and 
Hauptmann identified it, explaining 
he had originally drilled the holes 
for keeping small bits handy. 

Wilentz demanded if he hadn’t 
told Bronx authorities he drilled 
the holes to keep the money in, 
but the witness doggedly insisted 
the holes were for bits. 


Objection is Overruled. 

Then the Attorney-General  in- 
quired silkily, “What did you have 
that other hole for?” He idly indi- 
cated the pistol receptacle. 

Defense lawyers objected, but 
were overruled and Hauptmann 
was forced to tell the jury, “I put 
a small pistol in it.” 

A few minutes later court ad- 
journed and Hauptmann stepped 
wearily from the stand. He looked 
tired and perspiration wet his fore- 
head. 

His previous testimony had been 
commonplace compared with that 
driving half hour. It had been con- 
cerned with his stock market trans- 
actions, his receipt of money from 
Fisch, and other financial details. 
It was on the financial note his 
direct testimony ended, for earlier 
he had denied categorically all con- 
nection with the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing. 

Reilly spent considerable time

POOL ROOM MAN 
AILLS SUPPOSED 
BUSINESS RIVAL 


Louis Schonfeld, Brooding 
Over Loss of Customers, 


Shoots Nathan Galansky 
to Death. 


Nathan Galansky, wholesale gro- 
cer at 5609 Easton avenue, was shot 
and killed last night by Louis 
Schonfeld, crippled proprietor of a 
poolroom at 5606 Easton avenue, 
who resented the competition of 


another recently-opened neighbor- 
hood poolroom in which he thought 
the grocer was interested. 

Relatives said that Schonfeld’s 
belief that Galansky owned or had 
any interest in the pool room was a 
delusion and that the grocer had 
dismissed their warnings that he 
might be harmed with the remark 
that Schonfeld was “harmless.” 

Schonfeld, partly disabled for 
most of his 34 Years as a result of 
infantile paralysis, after the shoot- 
ing hobbled to a telephone to call 
police, surrendered to the police- 
man on the beat, and told his story 
at the Page Boulevard station. 

The 27-year-old Galansky, who is 
associated in the grocery business 
with his father, Joseph Galansky, 
had been the object of Schonfeld’s 
smoldering wrath since the pool 
room opened four months ago at 
Ridge avenue and Shawmut place, 
about three blocks away. 

Carried Pistol to Remonstrate. 

The fact that Eli Galansky, a 
brother, had married Lena Schon- 
feld, Schonfeld’s sister, made no 
difference. There had been num- 
erous verbal exchanges. Schonfeld 
took his .38caliber revolver when 
he left his living quarters in the 
rear of his pool room at 6:30 o’clock 
yesterday to repeat his remon- 
strance, 

“I went to the grocery and asked 
Galansky why he was taking my 
business and keeping a cripple out 
of work,” Schonfeld told police. 

“Galansky called me ‘a dirty rat’ 
and ordered me out. I got out as 
fast as I could but it made me 
mad. When I got outside I looked 
through the window and saw Ga- 
lansky at his desk near the window. 


“I pulled my revolver and shot 
him through the window. Then I 
went to the jewelry store of Wil- 
liam Simpkins, 5603 Easton/” and 
called police. I went outside, met 
a police officer and told him I had 
shot a man.” 

Policeman Recovers Pistol. 

The policeman was William Kroe- 
ger, who regularly walks the beat. 
Schonfeld, when asked by him what 
he ha@ done with the revolver, re- 
plied that he had thrown it behind 
some boxes in the jewelry store. It 
contained an empty cartridge and 
five loaded chambers. 

A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned today. Schonfeld did 
not take the stand, on advice of 
counsel. Witnesses included police 
and Morris Abramovich, 1402 Burd 
avenue, a clerk employed by Galan- 
sky, who said Schonfeld told him 
he intended to kill the grocer be- 
cause the new pool room was tak- 
ing his business. 

Galansky resided with his wife 
and 2-year-old daughter at 5552 
Etzel avenue. He is survived by 
his parents, three brothers and a 
sister.

“Lawyers and Shysters.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent issue you reproduced from 

the Pittsburgh Press an article on 
“Lawyers and Shysters.” 

Ten years ago, when I was a member 
of the State Senate, I introduced a bill 
that would have raised the educational 
requirements for admission to the bar 
in Missouri. The bill met with defeat. 
At that time, only @ few newspapers 
over the State supported or even Sym- 
pathized with such legislation. Much 
florid oratory was resorted to in the 
Legislature to prove that every ambitious 
young man was entitled to admission to 
the bar in order that he might demon- 
strate that\he was another Lincoln or a 
Daniel Webster. Virtually no public in- 
terest was taken in the educational at- 
tainments, the ethics or inherent ability 
of a prospective lawyer. 

The attitude of the public and of a 
considerable portion of the bar itself has 
completely changed within a decade. 
There are at the present time many in- 
dividuals, both lay and professional, who 
have the erroneous notion that the man 
who defends a person charged with a 
violation of the criminal laws or who in 
any manner solicits business is a shys- 
ter and an ambulance chaser. There are 
lawyers no doubt who resort to unfair 
and even illegal methods in their efforts 
to obtain acquittals in criminal cases. 
Yet I doubt seriously if the lawyer who 
defends resorts to greater obnoxious 
methods to obtain acquittals than does 
the untrained and unscrupulous prosecut- 
or to obtain convictions. Such methods 
by either side are equally obnoxious. 

My observation as a lawyer has been 
that in most instances such methods are 
employed by untrained and unsuccessful 
lawyers. We hear a great deal nowadays 
about ambulance chasing and the so- 
licitation of business by lawyers. No 
lawyer who is honest and capable and 
who respects the legal profession will re- 
sort to these things. The employment 
of such methods is a confession on the 
part of the lawyer that he is incapable 
of attracting clients in a proper manner. 
But there are numerous methods em- 
ployed by lawyers to avoid the method 
known as ambulance chasing. 

Every well-informed lawyer knows that 
much of the so-called big business ob- 
tained by the so-called big lawyers is 
obtained by adroit solicitation. 

Under the canon of ethics adopted by 
the American Bar Association and now 
adopted by the rules of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, no lawyer has the 
right to chase ambulances either over a 
surface railroad or by an underground 
railroad. The Pittsburgh Press is cor- 
rect. A shyster may be either a poor, 
uneducated and unattractive individual 
or he may be one of the “big shots” of the 
legal profession. 

I congratulate your paper upon the 
high plane upon which it has pitched its 
editorials and its reproduction of ar- 
ticles from other newspapers. The hys- 
terical wave now directed against the 
unscrupulous and helpless individual 
lawyer will either subside or it will 
spread to such an extent that it will in- 
evitably engulf the unprincipled lawyer 
of prominence. What we need is an 
incoming bar so trained and so equipped 
that economic necessity will not drive it 
to unethical and illegal practices.

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A NEEDED CODE REFORM. 


One of the excellent proposals of a committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association, in a report on ways of 
bringing the State’s criminal code into line with mod- 
ern requirements of justice, is that the fixing of pen- 
alties in criminal cases be made a strictly judicial 
function. Juries would be confined to determining 
guilt or innocence. 

How salutary would be this reform is illustrated by 
the recent St. Louis case in which a twotime ex-con- 
vict was found guilty of a peculiarly atrocious mur- 
der, but was given life imprisonment instead of the 
death penalty for which the prosecution asked. There 
was apparently no objection to capital punishment as 
such, nor were there any mitigating circumstances in 
the commission of the crime. The jury decided for life 
imprisonment, so the prosecutor was informed, be- 
cause it believed that an accomplice of the defendant, 
though equally guilty, probably would receive a lesser 
sentence than the death penalty as a reward for hav- 
ing turned State’s evidence. 

This sporting attitude on the part of the jury com- 
pletely overlooked the fact that the holding out of an 
inducement of this sort by the prosecution is a com- 
mon practice, and a practice often justifiable. The 
offering of a reward, in the form of immunity or a 
softening of punishment, is often the only means by 
which the wall of silence shielding a criminal ring can 
be broken through and the culprits brought to justice. 
If generally applied, the reasoning of the jury in the 
Kennedy murder. case would automatically diminish 
the proper punishment of all criminals, no matter 
how grave their crimes, in all cases where the State, 
no matter how complete the justification, had prom- 
ised leniency to one defendant in order to visit pun- 
ishment on a criminal partnership. 

To take away from juries the function of assessing 
penalties after conviction would not impinge upon 
the constitutional right of a person accused of crime 
to be tried by a jury of his peers. It would simply 
extend to our State courts the established practice of 
our Federal courts. It would place the determination 
of penalties in the hands of men whose experience 
and training make them far less likely than jurors to 
be swayed by the mawkish sentimentality that too 
often has marked the administration of our criminal 
justice. It would bring a degree of expertness to a 
highly important task. Finally, to intrust the assess- 
ment of penalties to Judges would place the responsi- 
bility upon elected officials whose acts can be re- 
buked by the people at the polls. 

In the case under review, the punishment, of 
course, should have been fixed without reference to 
the extraneous facts on which the jury acted. It is 
quite possible that if adequate penalties had been 
assessed against the defendant for his previous 
crimes, the murder of which he now stands convict- 
ed would never have been committed. Theoretically, 
it is true, he goes to prison for life, but in view of 
the frequent appalling misuse of the pardon and 
parole power by politically-minded officials, who can 
say that he will not again be turned loose to prey on 
society? 

The reform urged by the Bar Association’s com- 
mittee should by all means be written into the 
State’s criminal code.

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THE WEATHER RECOVERS. 

The weather is itself again, anyway. It was 73 
degrees below zero the other day in Ontario. On the 
same day, Argentina was sweltering, the snow in 
New York was 17 inches deep, cattle were freezing 
on the Texas coast, and for the first time in their 
lives many young people in New Orleans saw snow. 

In other words, it Is winter in North America and 
summer in South America. The Mississippi River is 
full of floating ice. A suburban train kept 200 pas- 
sengers all night in a snow drift outside of New 
York.

The snow was so deep in Duluth that only a 
few streets were open to traffic. Sleet, snow and 
rain fell all over most of North America.

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TAMMANYISM IN ST. LOUIS. 
Nothing could better illustrate the growth of Tam- 


manyism in St. Louis than dismissal of the charges 
that Jimmie Miller, Democratic boss of the Fourth 
Ward, illegally interfered with Republican challen- 
gers at the November polls. 

Miller was indicted upon the testimony of wit- 
nesses before a grand jury. When Harry P. Rosecan 
was Prosecuting Attorney and one of his aids nolle 
prossed the charges, Rosecan, a Republican, dis- 
charged his assistant and reinstated the charges. 
Now comes Prosecuting Attorney Finnegan, Demo- 
cratic successor to the office, and the charges are 
again dismissed upon the ground that they were 
political. 

Was the grand jury political when it indicted 
Miller for interfering with challengers of the oppo- 
site party? Or was Prosecuting Attorney Finnegan 
political when he dismissed the charges against one 
of the sachems of his own party? 

This is a fair question, and it is one which the 
people of St. Louis deserve to have answered. 
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COMEBACKS. 

A brief, obscure item the other day told of ex- 
Banker Mitchell’s return to Wall Street. Not long 
ago, his goings or comings were like those of a prince 
or potentate. The front page knows him no more. 
This soldier of fortune, slogging back from Elba, 
hears never the “Vive l’Empereur!” which snow- 
bound Paris roared to a fat little man on horse- 
back. 
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“SCAB” WAGES OR “SECURITY” WAGES? 

Under the administration’s work-relief program, it 
is proposed to pay an average of $50 a month to 
persons employed on relief projects. This is indorsed 
by the President as “security” wages, enough to pro- 
vide a living for the destitute. On the other hand, 
Representative Connery of Massachusetts assails the 
proposed rates as “scab” wages, tending to force 
down labor’s earnings. 

Payment of wages prevailing for regularly em- 
ployed labor would benefit the workers while it 
lasted, but would add tremendously to the cost of 
the program. As President Roosevelt has said, the | 
figure should be higher than the dole, yet not large 
enough to discourage workers from taking private 
employment. Since the FERA recently reported that 
the average relief payments to families throughout 
the country are 50 cents per day, the $50-per-month 
figure represents a substantial increase. From the 
viewpoint of maintaining morale, work is infinitely 
to be preferred to the dole. 

One of the mistakes of CWA was the maintenance 
of wage scales so high that there was little induce- 
ment for the men to accept work in private industry. 
One instance has been cited, in fact, where CWA 
men in the South were earning $1 an hour while 
union men employed on similar work in private in- 
dustry were striking for 75 cents an hour. Certainly 
it would not be desirable to repeat such an error. 

Representative Connery misstates the case when 
he says that “scab’’ wages are being urged. Workers 
on public projects, paid by the Government, will not 
compete with workers privately employed. They 
would have security at the proposed rates, and an 
incentive to accept regular employment when avail- 
able. 
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WHAT OF THE 4,000,000? 

Secretary of Labor Perkins says there are 9,000,000 
unemployed persons in the United States. The figure 
is considerably under the estimate of the American 
Federation of Labor, but let that pass. It is the plan 
of the President to take care of 3,500,000 persons on 
Federal work-relief projects and to turn 1,500,000 
“unemployables” back to the care of local communi- 
ties. That makes 5,000,000 to be taken off the Fed- 
eral relief rolls. 

According, then, to Secretary Perkins’ figures, 
there are 4,000,000 unemployed, and presumably em- 
ployable, persons who do not enter into the calcula- 
tions on which the President based his message to 
Congress asking for four billion dollars for public 
works. 

What is to be done about the 4,000,000?

circumstances, which may never arise, or 
if they did, under conditions we cannot fore- 
see. Nor, on the other hand, can we post- 
pone any decision as to our attitude toward 
war until the day when it breaks out. 

The essential and urgent point is to gain 
a clear idea of the place of war in human 
evolution and its rise and progress in the 
development of a fine civilization. I call 
this urgent because the ignorance on this 
matter to be found among even so-called 
educated people is astounding. It is not so 
long since Stanley Baldwin, who is counted 
highly educated even in his own circle, 
calmly stated in Parliament, with all the au- 
thority of leader of the Conservative party, 
that the fighting instinct is “the oldest in 
our nature,” and that, with reproduction, it 
is one of the two natural instincts that 
“make for the preservation of the race,” and 
not one voice was raised to question, let 
alone deny, that assumption. 

There is not the slightest ground for sup- 
posing that the earliest men waged war. It 
is not done by any of the possibly related 
animals among which man arose, and very 
seldom indeed among any animals except 
ants and bees. And, under the difficult con- 
ditions of primitive life for a creature like 
man with so prolonged a period of infancy, 
warfare would have rendered existence haz- 
ardous and perhaps have led to extermina- 
tion. What early man needed and, as we

know, made, were tools. Weapons came later, 


and even then in the first place it would 
seem for hunting.

If we turn to those still existing savages 
or uncivilized peoples who, though not truly 
primitive, are doubtless nearer to early man 
than we ourselves are, it is the same story 
continued. Many have developed warfare, 
some of them, like the Caribs—and this is 
a significant fact—only in recent’ times, 
while to others it is still unknown. But 
even among those who practice war, while 
among some it is already as ferocious as it 
has become between modern nations, among 
others a battle may not be a bloodthirsty 
event, and the death of a single warrior 
brings the war to an end, while, if the ques- 
tion of “reparations” comes in, it is some- 
times, very properly, the losing side to 
which they are paid. 

It is easy to believe that any anti-social 
violence involved by war on this scale may 
be more than compensated by the elements 
of courage, of discipline and of organization 
which are incidentally developed and are in- 
deed essential to any fine social life. But 
is anyone foolish enough to suppose that 
any one of these three qualities is better 
and more wholesomely developed by the ac- 
tivities of war, as we know it, than by the 
activities of peace? 

So much for the significance of war in 
pre-human and early human life. If we 
wish to understand the place of war in his- 
tory, we cannot do better than examine 
what has happened during the last thousand 
years in our own islands of Great Britain. 
Looked at from this point of view, what 
we see is the gradual substitution for vio- 
lence and warfare—whether between indi- 
viduals or groups of individuals led by kings, 
princes or barons—of peace and legal order 


: 


in ever wider organization. Our internal 
national history has been an irregular but 
slow conquest over violence and warfare, an 
evermore widespread expansion of the area 
of peace. 

We see the same process taking place in 
France and other countries. The whole of 
our progress has been away from violence, 
whether between individuals or groups, and 
toward order, with whatever force may be 
needed to control any reaction toward vio- 
lence. Even social uprisings retain the 
ideal of peaceful order and have in view not 
a reaction to disorder but the formation of 
a new peaceful order; if they are directed 
solel.” to disorder, they are suppressed with 
general approval. 
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Nothing can prevent the further extension 
of this movement of man. The first two men 
who settled their quarrel not by fighting 
but by an appeal to order and justice were 
initiating a movement that has proceeded, 
however irregularly, ever since, toward the 
ultimate stage of the disappearance of 
war between nations. That last stage may 
be difficult, but it is absolutely inevitable. 
If it were not so, man himself would dis- 
appear, and that does not seem at all prob- 
able. Man always slowly but surely _§re- 
sponds to his environment. In his early en- 
vironment, warfare would have been fatal; 


it is tending to become fatal under the, 


new conditions today. 

But to see that the ultimate disappearance 
of war is inevitable does not mean that we 
can afford to sit still and twiddle our 
thumbs till it happens. What happens to 
man is man’s own doing, and even the in- 
evitable, even death itself, can be hastened 
or hindered by our own actions. To hasten 
the disappearance of war is to stand in the 
forefront of man’s advance. I should like 
to think that labor will so organize itself 
as to be able effectively to take that place. 


SUBSIDIZING AGRICULTURE.

i. THE United States is to have a healthy

Admiral Robert E. Coontz, retired, 
former Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet, died here this 


morning after suffering a heart at- 
tack. He was 71 years old, having 
been born at Hannibal, Mo., in 
1864. 

The fatal attack was the fourth 
of a series he had suffered recent- 
ly.

PRESIDENT OF MEXICO

COURT OF APPEALS RULES 
FOR BOATMEN’S BANK IN SUIT 


Reverses Decision in Litigation 
Over Bills of Lading for Ship- 
ment of Rice. 

An Arkansas Federal Court judg- 
ment in favor of the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway, in a suit 
for $37,341 brought against it by 
Boatmen’s National Bank, was re- 
versed yesterday by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
and the lower court ordered to en- 

ter judgment for the bank. 

The suit grew out of acceptance 
by the bank in 1929 of bills of lad- 
ing of the McGill Brothers Rice 
Mills, De Witt, Ark., for seven car- 
loads of rice. The bank alleged 
that while the shipment was in cus- 
tody of the railroad the cars were 
unloaded and a low grade of rice 
screenings substituted. When the 
shipment reached its destination 
the screenings were sold on the 
market. The bank sued for the 
difference between the value of the 
original shipment and the amount 
the screenings brought. 

In a decision in a similar case, 
the court sustained the judgment 
of a Nebraska District Court in 
favor of the Citizens’ National Bank 
of Fremont, Neb., which sued the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad 
for $5200 on bills of lading for two 
carloads of eggs. The bank’s peti- 
tion contended the cars were 
shipped empty.

Winning from Ed Walsh, a very 
sturdy, hard-punching youngster in 
his semi-final contest, Mike  dis-’ 
played a very fine use of his left 
hand.

to win the 147-pound title; Paul 
Patterson gained the middle-weight 
crown when his contest with John- 
ny Ryan, Sherman Park, was 
stopped in the third round when 
Ryan could no longer defend him- 
self.

West unkindly opened 
the ten of diamonds, thus putting 
South to an immediate guess. South 
was a distrustful type, however. He 
decided that West had some such 
idea in his mind when he led the 
suit, and went up with the queen— 
not with entire confidence, however, 
but with a small prayer to the pow- 
ers that be. When the queen of 
diamonds held the trick, South felt 
much better. All that was neces- 
sary was to get a four-three split 
in the suit, or to have the king drop 
at some stage of the proceedings. 

With this shining goal in sight, 
South trumped a small diamond, en- 
tered dummy with the ace of clubs 
and ruffed out another small dia- 
mond. The sad news was now dis- 
closed. West not only held the king 
of diamonds, but he held it guard- 
ed five times. South gave West a 
reproachful look. 

There was one other hope—a faint 
one. This was the possibility that 
West held an honor in spades guard- 
ed four times, or that*he held both 
the queen and jack. If this pleas- 
ant prospect materialized, West 
could be squeezed out of his de- 
fenses against the grand slam. . 

South laid down three more 
rounds of trump, on which West 
discarded three hearts, delaying the 
fatal moment. The ace of hearts 
elicited a spade from West, but the 
lead of the king of hearts “fixed” 
South’s worthy opponent. He could 
not retain three spades to the queen, 
and the king-small of diamonds as 
well.

A Dinner Menu 
With Breast of 
Guinea Chicken 


Recipes for Preparing the 
Principal and Accompany- 
ing Dishes. 


By Gladys T. Lang 


Clear soup with marrow balls 
Breasts of Guinea chicken on bread 
dressing 
Prune and bacon sticks 
String beans and mushrooms 
Green salad 
Caramel mousse Sabaione sauce 
Dolly Madison cake 


Clear Soup with Marrow Balls. 


Soak three ounces of beef marrow 
in cold salted water for an hour, 
drain and wipe perfectly dry be- 
tween towels. Mash to a paste. Add 
two tablespoons of flour, one-fourth 
teaspoon of baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon of salt, a dash of white 
pepper, two egg yolks, two table- 
spoons of chopped parsley, a few 
grains of nutmeg and a little thyme. 
Rub all through a puree strainer. 
Roll into balls in palm of hand to 
the size of marbles. Poach in a 
strong bouillon, eight minutes, at 
nearly the boiling point. Serve four 
or five balls in each soup plate. 


Breasts of Guinea Chicken on Bread 
Dressing. 


Make a paste of butter and flour 
and rub the breasts after the guineas 
have been well rubbed inside and 
out with salt. Place in a roasting 
pan and brown quickly. Lower heat 
and bake for an hour and a half, 
basting frequently. When done, 
carefully remove breasts and place 
them in juice in pan until the bread 
dressing has been placed on the 
platter. A much easier and better 
way is to have your butcher fillet 
the guineas and lard them with salt 
pork and cook in the same way. 


Bread Dressing. 


Cook in a double boiler for 30 
minutes or longer, two cups of milk 
and three-fourths cup of sifted 
bread crumbs taken from center of 
loaf, adding one onion, which has 
been chopped and fried until soft 
and yellow in a little butter, and 
eight cloves. After cooking, remove 
the cloves and season with salt, cel- 
ery salt, pepper, also the chopped 
fried livers and, if liked, a few cara- 
way seeds. Spread on platter and 
cover dressing with coarse browned 
bread crumbs, previously prepared. 


Over this place the guinea fillets 
and garnish with parsley and bacon 
and prune sticks. 


Browned Crumbs. 


Make bread crumbs rather coarse 
by twisting a fork in the soft cen- 
ter part of the bread and fry care- 
fully in butter, stirring constantly 
until quite brown and crisp. 

Prune and Bacon Sticks. 

Steam large prunes until nearly 
done. Remove seed, and _ stuff 
prunes with prunes. On skewers 


| place three stuffed prunes that have 


been nicely wrapped with strips of 
bacon and place in oven until the 
bacon is crisp, turning often so that 
the bacon will become crisp on all 
sides. 

String Beans with Mushrooms. 

Snivel one pound of green string 
beans and cook in a very little salt- 
ed water with a pinch of soda until 
tender, then drain. Slice and saute 
in butter, one pound of fresh mush- 
rooms, stir in one scant teaspoon of 
flour, and combine the two vege- 
tables. Over all pour just enough 
hot cream, tossing together until 
well coated. 


Caramel Mousse. 


Stir and cook three-fourths cup 
of sugar until it melts and becomes 
caramel, add three-fourths cup of 
water and let cook until the cara- 
mel is melted, add one-half more of 
sugar and stir occasionaliy until 
melted. Soften one tablespoon of 
gelatin in one-fourth cup of cold 
water—when sugar is melted stir in 
the gelatin, stirring until dissolved. 
Cool by setting in a pan of cold wa- 
ter and add the juice of one large 
lemon. Beat the whites of four 
eggs with a pinch of salt, then 
gradually beat into them the gela- 
tin mixture. Continue beating until 
the mixture will hold its shape, then 
turn into a cold rinsed mold. Un- 
mold and serve with Sabaione 
sauce. 

Sabaione Sauce. 

Put four egg yolks and one-half 
cup of sugar in the top part of a 
double boiler and whip With an egg 
beater until it becomes frothy. Do 
not have water in the lower part 
of the boiler touch the upper part, 
otherwise the egg yolks will cook 
instead of foaming. Add one-fourth 
to one-third cup of sherry and con- 
tinue to beat until very light and 
begins to thicken, then remove at 
once from fire and pour into the 
four egg whites beaten stiff with 
a pinch of salt, beating constantly 


until blended. 
Dolly Madison Cake. 


One pound of butter. 

One pound of sugar. 

One pound of flour. 

One pound of raisins. 

One-half pound of citron, 
fine. 

One nutmeg (ground). 

Six eggs. 

One gill of brandy. 

One gill of rose water. 

One-half teaspoon of soda, dis- 
solved in a little water. Mix in the 
usual way and bake in a moderate 
oven until you can run @& straw 
through the cake without the dough 
sticking or until the cake shrinks 


from the pan.

“Is Society Able to Train Parents?” 


IT J3 NECESSARY 
TO GET THE MOTHER 
OUT OF THE Reo 


By Marguerite Martyn 


és AN parents be educated in 
the better guidance of their 
own children or must this 
field be left to experts?” 

This question left open at the 

end of a panei discussion partici- 
pated in by specialists in, several 
fields of learning conducting a 
course in Parent Education at 
Washington University, was taken 
up at another panel discussion this 
week, The statement of Dr. Walter 
B. Bodenhafer, professor of sociol- 
ogy, at the previous meeting: “I 
have confidence in society’s ability 
to train a few experts. I have not 
much confidence in society's ability 
to train parents,” was accepted as a 
challenge of the usefulness of the 
course which is a new one inaugur- 
ated during the present school year, 
being sponsored by child study 
groups throughout the city:and at- 
tended by teachers and leaders of 
these groups and individual parents 
as well. 
There were still differences of 
opinions among the experts, 
opinions freely aired, since that is 
the purpose of a panel discussion, 
and in the end conclusions were 
inevitably on the side of learning 
more about child problems, whether 
their solution lies with parents or 
experts. The discussion ended on 
the note that ideal parents as well 
as ideal teachers, psychologists, 
doctors, artists, are born, not made 
—“‘It is a gift”’—yet training in any 
case is an advantage. 

Dr. Bodenhafer was not present 
to defend or amplify his views but 
they were interpreted as meaning 
that the emotional] relationship be- 
tween parent and child prevented a 
parent taking an objective and un- 
biased view of an own child. Dr. 
Park J. White, who lectures in the 
course from the standpoint of the 
pediatrician, seemed to concur to a 
certain extent in this belief when 
he said, “Often when treating a 
child it is necessary to get some- 
body else to hold the child and get 
the mother out of the room. In 
order to be very objective it is 
necessary to have all orders written 
out. Then sometimes the mother 
will quiet down and read them and, 
it is hoped, follow out the orders. 
However,” he added, “the more 
stupid the mother, the more 
emotion. So there is a point in 
favor of education. On the other 
hand there may be too much educa- 
tion. Take a cool, hard boiled col- 
lege graduate and sometimes you 
wish she would get wound up. The 
question seems to be, how much and 
what kind of education. Parents 
do learn. They learn even from 
their children. The youngest child 
in a family is apt to be an improve- 
ment on the oldest, physically and 
in other ways.” 

Dr. Hyman Meltzer, whose lec- 
tures in the course are on the 
psychological aspects of child 
development, here announced, 
“There is no relation between 
emotion and education or intelli- 
gence. Often the higher the intel- 
ligence, the more emotion. When 
you are trying to eliminate emotion 
a certain amount of dumbness, in- 
difference, nonchalance is prefer- 
able. A nurse maid of sixth grade 
education may be stable emotion- 
ally where the mother who is a 
college graduate may be high 
strung.” 

“Would you prefer to leave a 
child of an ignorant maid who is 
emotionally stable, than to an in- 
telligent though emotional moth- 
er?” asked Mrs. Alexander Langs- 
dorf, who presided over the meet- 
ing this evening. 

“IT would rather have the maid 
deal with the child,” replied Dr. 
Meltzer, “if there is the question 
of having orders obeyed literally. 
It is a case of the one being inte- 
grated on a low level, the other dis- 


|integrated on a high level.”

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PARENTS DO LEARN 
EVEN FRom THEIR 
OWN CHILDREN 


“The remedy for that situation, 
then,” suggested Dr. White, “is, 
marry a dumb wife!” 

To which facetiousness Dr. Melt- 
zer retorted, “With some women a 
dumb husband is an advantage.” 

“Would you contend,” asked Dr. 
Frank L. Wright, addressing Dr. 
Meltzer, “that children from better 
schools are less stable emotionally 
than children from poorer schools 
with fewer educational advan- 
tages?” 


R. WRIGHT, head of the De- 
[) partment of Education, will 

later lecture to the group on 
educational trends. 

“I believe,” replied Dr. Meltzer, 
“there is more honesty, socially and 
emotionally, among the poorer 
groups. In the privileged groups 
there is evasion, less variety, more 
verbal fluency, more of defense tac- 
tics, more hypocrisy. In some fea- 
tures children of the congested dis- 
tricts are superior emotionally to 
those of the West End. They are 
more honest and simple in express- 
ing themselves. For instance, pro- 
pound a set of questions. to the 
more educated group and you will 
get stereotyped answers, the an- 
swers out of the book, but you can- 
not be sure they are honest opin- 
ions.” 

Dr. Wright dissented here. “I be- 
lieve with more enlightenment we 
become more honest,” he observed. 
“This is shown in business rela- 
tions. As business men become 
better educated, they become more 
ethical in their dealings and more 
human toward employes.” 


* * - 


ISS JENNIE WAHLERT, prin- 
M cipal of Jackson School, a vis- 

itor to the class, rather agreed 
with Dr. Meltzer. “I see family re- 
lations often better considered, 
more thoughtful, among the poor 
than among the well-to-do. A group 
of brothers from a family of eight 
came to select clothing which was 
to be given to them. They were 
more concerned about selections 
for brothers and sisters at home 
than for themselves. A cake was 
offered them as a treat. They 
promptly decided to take it home 
to share with the others, where 
pampered children might selfishly 
have gobbled it up on the spot.” 


“In my department,” observed 
Dr. White, “I am in favor of edu- 
cation all along the line; from the 
highest to the lowest person con- 
cerned. It is annoying and confus- 
ing to have to read a case history 
ungrammatically written.” 

“Your grammatical report may 
come from somebody grammatically 
minded but sterile of ideas,” ob- 
jected Dr. Meltzer. 


Somebody accused the psycholo- 
gist of being a skeptic. “It does 
not interfere with my work,” he re- 
joined. “I just keep pegging away. 
There is in progressive education 
too much of the spirit of reform— 
which leads to neuroticism. ‘If only 
I could put this theory into practice 
the world is saved,’ says your ideal- 
ist. Whereas, the skeptic says, 
‘There are many “ifs.” But which is 
the more likely ‘if’? Where experi- 
menting does not pan out, try an- 
other ‘if’.’ In spite of emotional 
parents, children do come out in- 
tegrated. Parents’ emotional diffi- 
culties do color the child. Their 
personal fears suggest fears in the 
child. But there will be counteract- 
ing influences.” 

“Yes,” agreed Dr. White, “it is too 


bad you can’t blame parents for! 


everything, but you can’t. Not all 
emotional reactions come from 
home influences. The child’s emo- 
tional habits, fears, actions, are col- 
ored by influences in the world in 
which he moves. Take the fear of 
being kidnaped. A parent may 
guard against this fear, but the 
child will Rear of it outside. 

“Would you warn a child against 
being kidnaped? asked a woman 
in the student group. “I had always 
cautioned my child against accept- 
ing rides from strangers. Then one 
day she lost her way and I was most 
grateful when a strange colored 
man picked her up and brought her 
home.” 


“If we take the position parents 
cannot learn, we might as well give 
up all that is being done in adult 
education,” summed up Dr. Wright 
as his conclusion, “and for’ that 
matter, eliminate all that we do in 
the schools to train students in the 
direction of becoming eventually 
good parents.” 

“There,” agreed Dr. Meltzer, “is 
exactly where your child guidance 
clinic belongs, in the school sys- 
tem. The only real hope is in pre- 


parental training. After that we 
can base our faith on the single 
individual parent’s bringing his 
special problem to the right ex- 
pert for advice and adjustment.” 


Miss Wahlert amended this idea 
with the assertion that more is to 
be gained in a short individual 
parent-teacher conference than in 
lengthy group discussions or class 
study. Whereupon Mrs, Langsdorf, 
trainer of leaders of child study 
groups, who lectures to this class 
on parental education problems and 
trends’ in literature dealing with 
parent education, stated from her 
experience: “I have seen much 
good result from parent education. 
It is in the general discussion of 
child study problems that the moth- 
er often first comes to realize the 
trouble with her child lies within 
herself, her own attitude may be 
at fault. Again she often learns 
when she needs to seek the help of 
experts. Private consultation on in- 
dividual problems is valuable, but 
group discussions serve to bring 
problems out into the open and are 
stepping stones toward their cor- 
rection.”

Cod Liver Oil 
Formerly Used. 


As Spring Tonic 


Value Long Known, but 
Scientific Knowledge Is 
Recent.

OD LIVER OIL was used many 
e hunired years ago as a spring 

tonic. The custom appears to 
have originated with the English, 
and its continued use was confined 
elmost entirely to English speaking 
races, English colonies, and people 
who are influenced by English cul- 
ture, 

Nobody knew why it was a tonic, 
and because nobody knew why it 
was, several decades ago some of 
the bright scientific lights began 
to sneer at it and it fell into dis- 
Se, “hen, appropriately enough, 
the English scientist discovered why 
it was s tonic and what it was a 
tonic for, anc restored its use on 
a firm scientific foundation, which 
it now has, 

The disease for which it is se 
tonic is usually known as “rickets,” 
but in connection with the English 
origin of cod liver oil it is inter- 
esting to know that in Germany its 
came translated means “The En- 
glish Disease.” 

It was first clearly described by 
two Englishmen, Daniel Whistler 
and Francis Glisson, about 1650. 

This triple association of the 
name of the disease, and the fre- 
quency of the disease, and the 
remedy for the disease, with En- 
piand, contains a valuable lesson 
for all of us. England is qa coun- 
try of long winters, of short win- 
ter days, of fog and cloud, of lack 
of sunlight, and these are exactly 
the factors which make for the ap- 
pearance of rickets.

We must think of the active 
fishing industry of the English and 
of the presence of the disease, and 
the observation that, after long 
fumbling with various remedies, it 
finally became a tradition that the 
cod liver would help it and prevent 
it, as one of those curious discov- 
eries that human beings are able 
to stumble upon. 

And we can understand, too, why 
the English experience would not 
be likely to be repeated in the sun- 
nier countries of the South, where 
the presenec of the sun effectively 
prevents the development of rickets 
in most cases. Perversely enough, 
the people who live in the sunny 
climates have developed a skin 
which is opaque to the sun’s rays, 
and when it gets’ sufficiently 
opaque, as in the case of the Ne- 
gro, this very fact militates to pro 
duce rickets in these people. In our 
native population the Negro is by 
all odds the most liable to the dis- 
ease.

Brandy Pudding 

Pour a jigger of brandy over a 
pound of seeded raisins in a bow! 
and allow to stand while the other 
ingredients are prepared. Prepare 
one pound of currants, thoroughly 
washed in cold water and stemmed; 
one pound of beef suet, freed from 
skin and chopped fine with four 
tablespoons of flour; two ounces of 
citron and one ounce each of can- 
died lemon and orange peel, cut 
into thin slices; grated yeilow rind 
and juice of one orange and one 
lemon; one grated nutmeg, sifted 


been added one teaspoon of salt; 
one pound of bread crumbs from 


the inside of a stale loaf. Pour 
boiling water on four ounces of 
shelled almonds and allow them to 
remain in the wate’ until the skins 
become moist; then rub off the 
skins with a clean, dry towel and 
slice each nut into three or four 
pieces. Mix together all of these 
ingredients, adding eight eggs, a 
jigger of brandy and a jigger of 
sherry, and enough cream or rich 
milk to moisten the pudding slight- 
ly. Butter and flour lightly a pud- 
ding mold and fill it to within an 
inch of the top. Cover the top of 
the pudding with a buttered white 
paper and put on top of the mold 
so tightly that no water can pene 
trate while it is boiling. Fasten 
¢over securely. Then place mold 
into boiling water, about two-thirds 
of the way up the side of the mold 
and boil for 10 hours. It will be 
necessary to replenish the boiling 
water as it boils away. Before 
using, the mold should again be 
placed in boiling water and bofied 
two hours. Turn from the mold on 
a hot dish and serve hot. Pour 
a jigger of rum or brandy over the 
pudding just before sending i{t to 


the table and set fire to the spirits.
